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Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a method/a 
testing device for testing an electronic component in which a predetermined load is set, 
the method/testing device comprising: supplying constant current to flow through the 
electronic component so that a predetermined temperature of the electronic component 
is controlled to be increased to a burn-in temperature; comparing the voltage actually 
applied to the electronic component to a burn-in voltage, correcting a burn-in time- 
period based on the comparison to determine a corrected burn-in-time-period, and 
applying constant current to flow through the electronic component based on the 
corrected burn-in-time-period, and in the combination as claimed.
